Kings late Attorney General. And 
though they were committed in ſe- 
cret, yet have they (by the help of that 
Roll ſo as is aforeſtid by the wiſdome 
of onr Anceſtors ordained for a cotrol- 
ment) beene diſcovered and brought 
to light, and ſuch ue hath been alveady 
in part made of that diſcovery for his 
Majeſtics ſcrvice, and more lik to bee 
as may be very advantagious both for 
the King ani Common- wealth, for pre- 
venting the like abuſes for time to come 
But what ſpeake we of abuſes?

_ vernment , what Guild —_ 
ſo wiſely founded or ſtrongly ſuppor- 
ted with wholſcſome Lawes is free 
from ſome ſtaines and corruptions ? 

What will 
not covetouſneſſc and ambition attempt 
where there is no Law to puniſh? 
And where the Lawes are not put in 
execution, it is all one as if there were 
no Law; as is exemplifed by the 


Frogs inſulting upon Aſ/ops log. So 
— the 


faults of the per- 

{ons (and not of the foundation) will 
grow like ill weeds in every Common- 
wealth and Government, unleſſe they 
be looked unto and weeded out by put- 
ting the Lawes in execution againſt 
them: but veritas cainm parit, men will 
bee wary how they pull an old bouſe 
upontheir owne heads , or provoke a 
neſl of waſpes leſt they be ſtung them- 
ſelves. And for that cauſe many men 
wanting that courage which is pre- 
ſcribed for Magiffrates and Officers in 
the Common-wealth by God tunfelfe, 
will rather thinke it better for them to 
fleepe in a whole skinne (as they call 
i:) end make ſnipwrack. of their conſci- 
ences 
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ences then to diſcharge the duty of 
their oathes : Howbait for my owne 
part I was reſolved in ſuch a caſe ra- 
ther to runne all the hazards of envy 
(which I expected and whereof I 
have had ſutticient experience, and ſtill 
expect more) then to bee wanting in 
—— of ſuch a duty to the 
King and Xing dont which in conſci- 
ence 1 am bound unto, and thereby al- 
ſo make my ſelfe equally liable to the 
lame puniſhment with the affendor, 
which ty the foreſaid Statute of the 
Exchequer is to be inflicted upon the 117. 10, 
Superviſors for their conſent. 5K. 
No if aſter all this, (notwithſtan- 
ding the former reaſons and the con- 
ſtant practiſe of former times) it ſhall 
at this day be thought any waies telle- 
rable or tit on the behalte of the King 
and Common-wealth, that the Reve- 
nues of the Kings lands now in charge 
before his Majdlties Auditors amoun- 
ting inthe whole to one hundred thou- 
annum, or thereabouts, 
and conſiſting at this preſent ( for the 
molt part of Fee Farmes and certaine 
Rents ) ſhould ſtill bee continued in the 
new way out of the old Channell, and 


be 
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be brought in by Receivers and Bi,. 
as they now are at ſo great a Charge 
and hazard by keeping ſo many hands 
in the Kings purſe, I conceive the She · 
riffs nor any ether otficer(that bath not 
ſome aime at his one private benefit 
more then his Mate ſervice ) will de- 
fire, the alteration thereof for any ends 
of his own or any ill will to thoſe ofti- 
cers, but freely to leave it to the wiſ- 
dome of the King and his Coun- 
cell : who have declared tir purpoſe 
for eſtabliſhing and ordering the Kings 
Revenue , and for redrefling the abw/es 


of Officers, and cutting off all ſaper fluiry | 


of expences concerning the ſame. 
But if the ſaid — officers all 


be diſpenced withall to continue, then 


that it may be with the cautions for- 
merly mentioned, viz. 

That the Receivers may bee yearly 
ſworne to their Accompts in the Ex- 
— according to the ancient uſage 
and ordinance in Au. 1 Marie Regine. 

That their acco ( after they are 
declared and entred with both the Ke- 
membrancers) be by the twentieth of 
Adarch yearly delivered into the Pipe 
for further proces to be made — 

or 
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for the /apers and debrs therein depen» Hil. Rec, 
83 to the ſaid — * — 
no meſſengers to be herea l 
imployed about the ſame for the rea- —— 
ſons alledged. Act.g. 

As alſothat no proces bee made by 
the Treaſurers Remembrancer for any 

Debts or Arrerages ſuppoſed to be de- 
pending in any of the ſaid Acrempti by 
any Conſtatr or Certificates fromthe 
Auditors, but from the Acc 
themſelves , fo as they may bee 
the ſame controlment as , &c. 

And laſtly, that all the ſaid Raver 
Tallies be joyned and allowed upon 
e ee are or ought 
to be. 

It now remaines that I ſhould brief 
ly ſet downe the principall cauſes 
which have hindred and retarded the 
due anſwering of the Kings Revenues 
and Debts : occaſioned the trouble and 
grievance of his Majeſties Subjects, & 
made the bulk of the ſaid Revenues & 
debts now inarreare to be ſo great. 

And firft, as I formerly obſerved, one 
2auſc is, for want of putting the ſaid 
Statute of the Exchequer, An. 51.H.3. 
in duc execution by injoyining the 

Sheriffes 
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Sheriffs at their Eafter and Michaelmas 

5tobri — mach of 
the Rents and Debts ſent forth unte 
them in the Sen of the Pipe, as 
they then had or might have leavied : 
for the better effecting whereof , the 
Lord Treaſurer and Barons were anci» 
ently —— — the ſaid Preffers, a nd 2 
now the Pm or Car 
tor Baron oncly SS: — of 
the great Cthicers or Barons to give 
countenance and aſſiſtance to that ſer- 
vice : And for that there hath not been 
a view made y to the Treaſurer & 
arent by the Otticers of the Exche- 
ger, of what was anſwered by She- 
riffes, Farmers and Accomptants, and

what was in Arreare and by whom, 


—— to the foteſaid Statute of the 


A ſecond cauſe is, in that Sheriffes 
have not (according to the ancient 
courſe of the Exchegwer) been ſtrictly 
holden to their Appoſals at their daycs 
of prefixien ; and for that mai 
of them have beene ſuffered with 2 
much impuniy to depart the Court in 
contempt of the ſaid Court before they 
perfect their Accompts. The Treaſwrer 

and 
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and Barexs, being by the ſaid Statute 
of 5 t. H. 3. to be charged by oath not 
to attend to heare the Hr of other 
men whileſt they have to doe wit the 
Kings owne debts. 

A third cauſe is, in that the goods & 
lands of ſuch Sherifs which are inthe 
caſe of contempt, as aforeſaid, & neg- 
le the palling of their accompts in 
due time, ha ve not been according to 
the ſaid ancient courſe, ſeized into the 
Kings hands, Nomine diſtriftionss, And 
for that they or their under Sheriffes 
ha ve not been taken into the cuſtody of 
the Marſhall, before they rt the 
Towne, or committed to the Fleer, (as 
heretofore in ſome caſes ot negle& and 
contempt, bath been uſed) untill they 
paſſe their accompts, anſwer the 
moneyes due thereupon: As alſo for 
that in ſuch caſcs of contempt, when a 
Serjeant at Armes is ſent for the high 
Sherifte, hee contmueth them kis cli 
ents from Terme to Terme, and doth 
not bring up their bodies to dee com- 
mitted to Ward, till — 2 their 
accompts, as hee to doe. 

A fourth cauſe Kok that the She- 
rife (contrary to the foreſaid Statute of 

, Kniland) 
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have been compelled to take | 
into their charge divers dead Fes, 
Seizares and deſperate Debts (being al- 
together illeviable, or forwhich there is 


ſome juſt watter of diſcharge )for which | 
they are neverthelefle driven to procure 
diſcharges de awno in , upon their 
accompts, to their great dammage and 
trouble, and their great hindrance to 
paſſe their accompts in due time. As 
alſo for that to the like trouble and 
dammage of Sheriffes, the Farmes and 
Rents granted in Joynture to the 
Queenes Majcſty; and other like 
Parmes granted for tearme of life, or 
years,ab/q; compute, have not bin remo- 
ved out of the faid annxa/ Ro into a Rol 
of Reverſions,or Exannuall Rol, till they 

aine to the Crowne; by which 
meanes the ſubjeR alſo is dubly vexed, 
both by the Queenes and the Kings 


Officers, for one and the ſame thing. 
A fifth cauſe is, In that all Debts and 
Farmes in the Pipe, which are not an- 
— after one ö — 
according to the ſaid ancient courſe 
been duly put into Scedula Pipe, 2 
ſtronger proces to bee thereupon made 
by the 7rera/wrers Remembraxcer for get- 
ting 
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ting in the ſame : but ſome of them 
continued to be ſtil written in the S 
wons of the Pipe, to the great trouble of 
the Sheriffes,and little or no fruit at all 
to the King. 

A ſixth cauſe is, in that divers 
Rents and Debts have for ſome private 
ends been ſuffered to bee poſted off, de 
anno in annum, and diſcharged without 
any good matter of Kecord,or other le- 
gall warrant, by me ans wherof the ſaid 
rents and debts, either grow deſperate, 
or be made fic ſub jects tor ſuiters to beg 
from the King. And for that many 
Sheriffes have been caſt out of Court, 
and ſuffered to depart before they pay 
in their debers in the great Rel and Re- 
cuſants Kol: As alſo for that the Origi- 
nallt of the (hancery, have not been 
yearly ſent into the Exchequer, fo 
timely as they ought, nor the Roll of 
the Inrolments of Leaſes which paſſe 
under the Exchequer Scale, made up and 
Ingroſſed by the Clerks ef the Pipe, in 
due time as it ought to be, i 
all new Rents and Fines in the ſaid An- 
nuall Roll, reſerved upon any new 
grant or demiſe from the Crowne. 

A ſeventh cauſe is, In that where the 

Sheriffes 
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the Sheriffes doe not execution 
upon the Writs ſent forth by the Re- 
membrancers upon Scedxla Pipe, and o- 
therwiſe (as they ) the amercia- 
ments for their ne and contempts 
therein, have not 
downe into the Pipe, and ſent in pro- 
ceſſe for leavying thereof in Terrorem 
of all other Sheriffes, but ſuffered to 
ſleep ſometimes for many yeares, or to 
bee taken off or compounded for ſome 
{mall matter to the King. 

An eight cauſe is, In that Commiſſi- 
ons have not been awarded — of the 
Exchequer, according to the foreſaid 
Statutes of m. 1. Anno 3.E. 1. Cap. 
19. & 6. N. 4. Cap. 3. tor inquiry to be 
made into the Accompts and Receipts of 
Sheriffes and other Accomptants, to the 
end the King may bee recompenced, 
and the ſub ject relieved, in all ſuch ca- 
ſes where it hall bee found, that the 
ſaid Sheriffes have defrauded the King, 
or abuled the SubjeR. 

A ninth cauſe is: In that the q#di- 
tors of the Revenue have not (as hath 
beene formcrly obſerved ) according to 
the ancient courſe of the Exchequer , 
and the ſaid Ordinance of Anno 1. Ae-

n preſently drawn. 


Regul ating the Exchequer, & c. 
rie Article 9.) delivered — in 
parchment the Accompts of the gene- 
* — aud 1 of the ſaid 

evenues into the Pipe every yeare 
yeatly by the 21. of Ades, —— 
might in due time be made fromthe ſaid 
Accompts to the Sheriffes for all debts & 
ſ«pers therein depending againſt the 
next liberate or ſealing day ofthe Exche. 
Gut have for ſome private reſpects here- 
tofore,and ſtil kept the ſaidaccompts in 
their owne hands ( ſome whereof are 
ſaid not to be ingroffed for many years 
together) by which means many great 
Arrerages of Rents & Smpers have here- 
tofore let inthe lame accompss for 10, 
20, 30, ycars, & c. before they were 
written forth in Procet, which hath not 
onely occaſioned great loſſe to the 
Crowne, but many gfievances to the 
Kings Subjects by ſciſing the lanc's 
whichthey purchaſed tor valuable cofi- 
derati6 of the ſaid debtors, for which if 
proces had been made in due time, they 
might have bin paid by the debtor im- 
lelt, & a great part of the {aid arrerages 


recovered, whichby reaſon oflong fort- 


bearance becomes deſperate, as in the 
foregoing diſcourſe _ been oblerv * 
' n 
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In like manner it may be here re- 


membred, that by the like omiſſion of 


Stewards of the Kings Manors to ſend 
up the double of their Ceurt Rolls to 
the Exchequer tobe kept in the Treaſury 
there, as well for the King and Sub- 
jects evidence as that it may appeare 
What cach Bayliffe is to bee c rged 
withall every yeare for fines upon Co- 
py- holders, and other profits of Conrrr, 


according to the faid Ordinance of 


Anno primo Marie; many great loſſes 
to the crown,& inconveruences to the 
ſubject, have veen occaſioned, there 
being but few ſuch Court Rolls or any 
entries thereof to be found which are 
new extant, either in the tynes of the 
late 2ncen Elizabeth, or the late King 
Tames, And that there bath beene the 
like neglect of ſending up Rentalli of 
the Kings Manors, which once ever 
ſeven yeare are to be renewed by the 
Steward upon preſentment of the Hs 
mage and to be returned up and ſent in 
to the ſaid Treaſury. |

ments , and other Ferfeitures, ſer, lf 
and forfeited before the 1»ſtices of the

Kings Bench, and Common Plas, Puſticet 
of Hes and Cusie Delivery, and fafti 
ces of Peace, &c. commonly called 
Green-wax, ha ve not been certified into 
the Exchequer in ſuch ſort as by the 
Lawes and Statxtes of this Realme 
they onght to be; but have been obſtru+ 
ed diverted or ſuppreſſed, contrary to 
the ſaid Lawes, to the encouragement 
of offendors, and the great prejudice 
of the Crowne, whereof divers inſtan- 
ces in that kinde were lately made be- 
fore the Lords Commillioners for the 
Treaſury, whereby it appeared, that 
ſundry recognizances and fines forfei- 
ted and impoſed at the Aſſiꝛes and Seſ- 
lions inthe Countrey, in caſes of great 
and Criminal offauces and miſdemea- 
nots, had deen {ome yeates Face temo- 
ved by (rciorari into the Crowne office, 
and both theſe and many others of the 
like nature kept backe and ſtopped 
there and in other places, which were 
never certified into the Exchequer as 
they onght to bee, which every way 
turnes to his Ma j eſties great prejudice, 
and loſſe: whether they be pardoned or 
ſupprefied: For that if the King pardon 


or give them away, the Farmers ofthe 
H 2 Green- 
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Conſider stiox: ſor 
Green-wax will looke for a Deſalcation 
out of their Rent, of ſo much as they 
amount unto , by reaſon of a covena nt 
from bis Majeſty , that hee will nei- 
ther pardon nor give any of them a- 
way — their terme, uuleſſe it be 
by a generall Pardon in Patliament. In 
which caſe it had _ — better ou 
the King, they had beene ether 
— and ſoſt, then to 2 
ned or given away, but by a generall 

rdon in Parliament. In conſidera- 
tion whereof, & of the inconveniences 
formerly mẽtioned, by letting the Greew 
wax to tarme, and that the Fines in the 
Kings Bench are like to be increaſed by 
putting downe of the Star-chamber- 
Court, {ome compoſition may be made 
with the Farmers (as the cafe ſhall re- 
re) and preſent order taken as well 
for reſuming the faid Farmes of the 
Green-waxe into his Ma jeſties hands; 
as for the retorming of ſuch abuſes 
as tend to the ſuppreſling or diverting 

any of the ſaid Greenwax as aforeſaid. 
But then in cafe of ſuch reſumption I 
cannot (in my duty) but make ſome Re. 
membrance of the complaints of the 
great abuſcs and diforders which were 
com- 
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Regulating the Exchequer cc. 
committed in the managing of the 
ſaid Revenue when it was in the Kings 
hands, by the practice of ſome inferiour 
Clerks and Bailiffes, & c. As namely, 


That where divers iſſues were e- 


ſtreated againſt Sheriffes out of ſeve- 
rall Courts, i non habwit cor pus, and 
againſt Novlemen and others, for not 
appearing at the fairs of divers per- 
ſons, either ſor payment of money o- 
ing by Bond, or upon actions of ac- 
compt detin. or the like. (In which caſes 
the Plaintiff-s could have no procee- 
dings at Law for recovering of their 
rights, or what was due unto them, 
without an ap>carance : and the e- 
ſtreating of the ſaid Iſeei to be levied 
forthe Kings uſe, being the Coertion 
appointed by the Law to procure ſuch 
Appearances,) the ſuid Ifſacs were ne- 
vertheleſſe by the uadue practices a- 
forefaid, upon {ome ordinary ſuggeſti- 
ons, procuted tobe diſcharged or re- 
{2 till a generall Pardon, or 
compounded for ſome {wall matter; 
which in no fort oaght ro have been 
done by the Lawes of the * 
before certificate had been made, that 


appearance was given to the Plaintitts 
H 3 action 
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action, or the debt ſatisfied, & c. to the 
utter ſubverſion of juſtice. 

And the like abules _ ogy ns 07 
in procuring diſcharges for Recogni- 
zances of ſuch parties as had beene 
bound over with Sureties to the A- 
der or Seſſions for keeping a baſtard 
childe, or for performing ſome other 
publicke ſervice in the Countrey , or 
upon ſuſpition of Felony, &c. and the 
like, without procuring any certificate 
from the Juſtices, or Countrey,that the 
Pariſh was diſcharged, the ſervice per- 
formed, or what the cauſe was for 
which every fuch Recognizance be- 
came forfeited ; inſomuch as the poo- 
rer ſort, that could uſe no mean es for 
their diſcharge, were (for the moſt 
part) left to bee written for; who if 
they had but a Cow, or any poore U- 
tenſills, were driven from time to time, 
to make their peace with the Sheriffes 
Bailiffe in the Countrey , with ſome of 
their poore eſtate which the ſaid 
Bailiffes tooke (as it were) nomine 
&ſtriftions, to their own uſe , without 
anſwering any part' thereef to the 
the greater impoveriſhing,and 
imes undoing of the ſaid poorer

In confideration whereof, and for 
the better preventing of the like abuſes 
— it 25 — 
the late King amet, thought the 
Treaſurer, Once, — wrer, 
and Barons of the Exchequer, that there 
ſhould bee for ever — Othcer in the —— 
Exchequer called, the Surveyor of the mans 
Greew-wax, formerly mentioned, who cre, 
ſhould take ſpeciall care to ſce the ſaid 
Revenue better managed, and from 
time to time to attend the (burt, and 
acquaint the Barons therewith, as the 
caſe ſhould require. 

And this was upon the matter agree- . 2"n9 
able with an ancient Statute made in 27 f. 
Awno 27. E. 1. By which it was pro- 
vided, that at one time certaine every 
yeare, one Baron aud one Clerks of the 
Exchequer, ſhould goe through every 
Shire of Fnglazd, to examine and view 
the Acquittances of Sherifcs and their 
Bailiffes, touching Creeu- wer, and to 
inroll them : and alſo to heare and de- 
termine complaints made againſt She- 
riffes, and their Clerks and Bailifs,that 
had been done concerning the premi- 
ſes, and the offenders to beegrie vouily 

H 4 pu- 
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— It being conceived, that the 
inuance of that good ordinance 
had occaſioned the many abuſes and 
ievances aforeſaid. 

In the laſt place, the remedy for 
preventing the like abuſes and miſ- 
demeanors in generall, (both to- 
wards the King and his Subjects) for 
time to come, 15, That ſpeciall care bee 
takento ſee that the ancient courſe of 
the Exchequer, and the Lawes of the 
Kingdome formerly mentioned for the 
better and more timely and husbandly 
anſwering, oy = more — and legall 
chargi diſcharging of the Ki 
Revenue, hos ft at obſerved = 

ft, and to Ice, that due niſkynent 
be inflicted upon the 4 thercof 
accordingly, As alſo to ſec, that all 
thoſe fore-going caſes which binder 
the Kings ſervice thercin, and the quict 
of his Maties ſub jects be removed: And 
eſpecially that the Sheriffe in his yeare, 
according to his Preces ſent unto him 
out of the Exchequer in the Lent Vace- 
rom and Summer Vacation (Wit hout any 
reſpeR of perſons) doe his uttetmoſt to 
levie all ſuch debts and ſummes of 
money 28 hall be fo writtento "_ as 

afore- 
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aforeſaid. And yet where ſay, with 
out reſpect of perſons, I defire to bee 
rightly underſtood, that the perſons of 

the Engliſh Nobility and their Dem- 
gert, Barons and Baronneſſes are ex- 

ed from all arreſts for the Kings 
debts, as by the Prerogative Writ be- 
fore mentioned, may appeare : And fo 
are the perſons of all and every the 
Knights and Burgeſſes of the Com- 
mons Houſe of Parliament, fo long as 
the Parliament continges. Nevert 
leſſe (in my beſt anderſtanding and ob- 
— I doe not finde but the 
Rents and Debts due to the King, have 
in time of Parliament been levied by 
Sheriffes, upon the iſſues and profits of 
their lands and goods. 

Moreover, foraſmuch as the Kings

ged. And whether the like ſurvey may 
not be made of all the Forreſts, Parkes,

port ) and the waſte number of them 
to be converted to the beſt profit by 
the yeare, and to be letten as other 
lands are, and with like condition, & f 
ving to every man a recompence 
fuch intereſt as he hath. * 

And that the Farmes of the Fluage: | 
and Gaxgers be ſut veied, that it may be 
knowne what Rent is fit to be ſet up-

Many other parcells there are of the 
ancient Revenues (being flowers of | 
the Crowne) as the Good: and ¶ hatteli 
of Feloxes, Fugitives, and Ontlawed 
perſons ; the petty Fines and Amercia- | 
ments anciently ſet and affeered in the | 
higher Courts upon the Plantiffes and 
Defendants,pre falſo clamore,quia non e 
proſecut. &. and the like, whereot little 
or no profit hath of late beene made to 
the Crowne, according to the funda- 
mentall Lawes of the Kingdome ; by 
reaſon whereof divers —— 
they may doe it with ſuch impunity ) 
have beene incouraged te violate the 
Lawes , and to ſet on foot and main- 
taine ſundry unjuſt and vexatious ſaits, 

& c. 
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&c. For remedy whereof, this tnay 
alſo be taken into conſideration , and 
ſome life given to thoſe Lawes in a 
moderate way, ſo farre forth as may 
ſtand with his Majeſtics ancient 
Rights, the Juſtice of the Kingdome , 
and the diſcouragement of ſuck offen- 
dors for time to come. 

And whereas there remains at this 
day a great bulke of Arrerages and 
Debts as well in the Exchequer as in 
the Court of Wards and Liveries, and 
in the Court of the Durch of Lanca- 
ſter, a great part whereof is concei- 
ved to be good, (as having beene ſuf- 
tered to ſleep through the connivence 


or negligence of ſome of the Kings Of- 
— her part thereof is ſuppoſed to 
be diſchargeable by Tales, Acquit- 


raxces , and ſome other good matter, 
but for want of the ſaid T allies,&c. the 
Oticers cannot diſcharge theſame up- 
on Record: and for the reſidue (being 
the greateſt part of the ſaid bulke) it is 
conceived they are iNleviable, and in a 
manner deſperate. Therefore that ſe- 
verall Commiſlions may bee awarded 
to faithfull and circumſpect mea in e- 


very County for making inquiry into

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the ſame, according to the anciert 
courſe formerly preſcribed , and thoſe 
that ſhall be found good to be ſpeedily 
brought in and ſatisfied , and ſuch as 
have Tales or other legall difcharges 
for any part thereof to bring them in 
for acquitring the ſame upon Record in 
ſuch manner as by the foreſaid Statutes 
is provided; and for ſuch part thereof 
as by the Acquit tance or Acquittances of 
any Sheriffe, Bailiffe, Receivor, or other 
Collector, or by other good proofe ſhall 
be found to have beene received to the 
Kings uſe - Any 4 of them and concea- 
ledupon their Accompts , the delin- 
—= to be proceeded againſt, accor- 
ing to the forcſaid Statute of Weſftmo- 
neſt. the firſt anno 3. F. 1. cap. 19. O an- 
no 6. H. 4. cap. 3. for terrifying of o- 
chers from doing the like. And for the 
reſidue that ſhall be found de ſperate, the 
ſame to be put into ſome Ex Roll 
according to the fore ſaid Statute of 
Rutland, and to runne no more in de- 
mand, unleſſe it ſhall appeare that ſome 
cltate hath accrewed to any of the (aid 
Debtors.
